The annual expedi­ 
tion to Pike river, near Tower was a 
failure, as the pike did not go to the 
headwaters as usual to spawn on Ho­ 
of the high water. 


T hat the Northern Pacific wdl 
greatly improve their roadbed the 
coming season is evidenced by the 
fact that they received bids on Satur­ 
day last from various railroad con­ 
tractors at S t Paul for moving some 
500,000 cubic yards of earth on that 
line. 
The improvements to be made 
this summer contemplate a consider­ 
able work in reducing grades and 
surfacing the track between Staples 
and Little Falls; the reduction of 
grades at Winnipeg Junction; the 
same at Mandan, aud the widening of 
the cuts along the Yellowstone river 
in Montana. 


Minnesota is Rtcognized.

Wednesday at Washington 
Henry A. Castle the veteran citizen 
of St. Paul, was nominated to be audi­ 
tor of the postoffice department; Stan 
ford Newell of St. Paul, was named 
as minister to the Netherlands; Tams 
Bixby of Red Wing, Choctaw Indian 
commissioner; August F. George to 
be receiver of public moneys at the 
land office at Crookston. Speaking 
of Mr. Bixby’s appointment, the 
Washington dispatches say: 
Considerable surprise was mani­ 
fested over Bixby's selection as a mem­ 
ber of the Dawas Indian commission. 
It was supposed that the president 
had made up his mind to nominate 
Bixby for United States treasurer. 
The place given him today, however, 
is said to be one that be can accept.

Referring to the rapidity with which 
the survivors of the late war are an­ 
swering the roll call of death the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat says: The 
Grand Army is dying at the rate of 
IOO a day. 
Every 15 minutes of the 
21 hours the bual tap sounds for some 
one who wore the bine. Each year 
puts under the sod more old soldiers 
than there are enlisted men and offi­ 
cers in the United States army. Time 
is carrying them off faster in the 
nineties than bullets in the sixties. 
The war lasted four years to a month. 
Id those four years 115,000 men fell 
in battle on the Union side. But now 
between 35,000 and 40,000 die in the 
course of nature each succeeding 12 
months. Aud for every three Union 
veterans who go to fame’s eternal 
camping ground two confederates are 
numbered with the dead.

The following report of the Ameri­ 
can S. S. Union has been handed us 
by Rev. Archibald Speers, the local 
representative of the union for publi­ 
cation. 
Although the year dosing March I, 
1897, has been marked by continued 
financial stringency, yet it has pleased 
God to give his abundant blessing to 
the missionary work of the American 
Sunday-School Union. 
Many new friends have contributed 
to its support, so that $2464.80 more 
have been received from living givers 
than in the year preceding; and there 
has been an increase of $661.20 from 
funds invested by direction of the 
donors. But $13,469.50 less have been 
received from legacies, so that as the 
net result there has been a reduction 
in the receipts of the Society of $10,- 
343.50. At the begining of the fiscal 
year, however, in view of a possible 
reduction in receipts, the Board re-, 
duceu ft10 expenditure® of the Society 
as a matter or precaution. 
There have been in the field 127 
men under commission, of whom 86 
were at work during the whole year 
and 41 during a portion of it. 
Many 
of them have from 5 to 30 counties 
for their field. 
As one result of their 
labors, 1603 new Sunday-schools were 
organized, with 61,600 teachers and 
scholars; 387 were reorganized; aid 
was given for the first time to .1473 
existing schools, with 113,9<6 teachers 
and scholars; and 5858 visits were 
made to school previously reported, 
with 326.168 teachers and scholars. 
Six hundred and sixty aine schools 
wore aided also by gifts of literature 
from the home office in Philadelphia. 
lo addition to this large number of 
schools set to work and aided, the 
missionaries have been active in evan­ 
gelistic labors, with the most success­ 
ful results. 
It has often been impos 
sible to obtain an exact statement of 
these results, only “numerous conver­ 
sions” being mentioned, and only par­ 
tial reports in many cases being given. 
And yet, excluding all such indefinite 
statements, the very large number of 
8533 hopeful conversions has been re­ 
ported as resulting from the work of 
these energetic and faithful men 
They also made 94,873 visits to families 
for re igicus instruction and prayer, I 
and distributed 6542 Bibles and 7870 j 
Testaments. 
The organization of | 
churches has followed the establish­ 
ment of Union Sunday-schools in 109 
cases. 
It is because of such results as these 
that this Society still retains its strong 
hold upon the Christian people of our 
country. 


Convention of City Teachers. 


Hon. W. W. Pendergast, superin­ 
tendent of public instruction of the 
state of Minneasota, came up from 
St. Paul last Tuesday, by invitation of 
City Sup’t M. H. Carleton, to meet 
with the Brainerd city teachers In 
convention. Superintendents Pender­ 
gast 
and Carleton visited all the 
schools 
iii the Lincoln and High 
School buildings before the afternoon 
session of the convention. 
Schools 
were dismissed at 8 o'clock. 
Aa aeon 
as the High School room was cleared P 
of the pupils, it began to fill with 
teachers and citizens, and when the 
hour had arrived for the session to 
begin, 3:30 o’clock, the large and beau 
tifully decorated High School room 
was literally packed with Brainerd’ 
most intelligent and cultured people 
Rev. M. B. Bird, of the Second Con 
gregational church, opened the session 
with prayer. 
Miss Woods gave an exercise. “ De 
velopment of Cube Root,” which was 
very interesting. 
Next there was some fine music 
from a chorus of girl pupils of the 
High School, led by Miss Sara Jansen, 
assistant principal. 
Several teachers had prepared papers 
on interesting topics, which others 
were to discuss, but after a consulta 
tion it was decided to postpone the 
reading of said papers until the next 
meeting of the teachers, all agreeing 
that they preferred to give the time 
to State Sup’t Pendergast. 
Hon. W. W. Pendergast was then 
introduced. 
He has a large, well­ 
balanced physique, crowned with sixty 
years of thinking, experience and cul­ 
ture. 
He gave a lengthy talk in a 
very 
instructive, 
entertaining and 
often humorous way. 
We are unable 
in this report to give even a satisfac­ 
tory outline of his very able address. 
The teachers listened closely and were 
doubtless much benefited by what he 
said. 
After he had concluded hts remarks 
there was music by the chorus of 
young ladies. 
Sup’t Carleton then read a paper ex­ 
tolling the teachers’ profession, and 
exhorting the teachers of Brainerd to 
make greater advancement. 
He told 
them that in the main their work bad 
been very satisfactory to him, and 
that they bad done well, grandly, 
nobly. 
He also spoke highly of the 
board of education and the patrons of 
the schools. 
Then the chorus of young ladies 
rendered another very fine piece of 
music, under the direction of Miss 
Jansen.

L iv e s w i t h o u t 
m u c h d i f f i­ 
c u l t y in THE EXTREMES. 


One Result Of Xmasoa’a Expedition—The 
Records of Meteorological Observa­ 
tions Are Very Valuable la Several 
Ways. 


OT the least Inter­ 
esting of the many 
results of Nanaen’s 
expedition are the 
records of meteoro­ 
logical observations 
that were continued 
a l m o s t uninter­ 
ruptedly for 
the 
better part of three 
years, and which 
throw distinct light 
upon the climatic conditions of the far 
north. 
These show, says the Indian­ 
apolis news, what had already been 
expected by scientists, that, so far as 
a minimum temperature is concerned, 
the highest 
northern 
latitudes 
are 
more favorably situated than many re­ 
gions lying full fifteen or twenty de­ 
grees (approximately 1,000-1,400 miles) 
farther to the south. The lowest read­ 
ing of Nansen’s thermometer, 
regis­ 
tered on board the Fram, was 61.5 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, or some 1 2 to 15 de­ 
grees higher than the minimum noted 
by the British polar expedition of 1875- 


6 . and 8 degrees above the minimum 
of Kane. The lowest winter tempera­ 
ture recorded by Mr. Peary was 53 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit. In strange contrast 
•to this in itself sufficiently severe tem- 
jjerature are the rigors of certain less 
favored localities lying south. Thus, in 
the Kara sea, which lies between Nova 
Zembla and Siberia, and whose center 
is approximately crossed by the sev­ 
enty-third parallel of latitude, a tem­ 
perature of 61 degrees is by no means 
uncommon, and the sea, partly from 
this cause and partly from the fact 
that it is largely choked with ice, has 
justly received the name of the "ice 
cellar” of Eurasia. 
At Yakutsk, in Siberia, a well-known 
governmental post, lying considerably 
southward or outside of the arctic cir­ 
cle, a temperature of from 70 to 80 
degrees below is reported almost an­ 
nually; and at Verkhojansk, which is 
situated almost within the same broad 
region, but somewhat on the polar side 
of the circle, there is a registry of 92 
degrees for the month of January, 1894. 
Prof. Mobil, the distinguished Norwe­ 
gian scientist, asserts, moreover, that 
at the Russian station at the mouth 
of the Lena river, Siberia, the extraor­ 
dinary low temperature of 94 degrees 
Fahrenheit has been recorded. 
That man should be able to endure, 
one might say almost with impunity, 
such excessive severity of climate is 
not a little remarkable, and it is more 
surprising when it is considered in con­ 
nection with his endurance of the op­ 
posite extreme, that is, 
the 
highest 
summer temperature. We have as yet, 
perhaps, no absolutely reliable data for 
the highest sun temperature on the 
earth’s surface, but It may safely be as­ 
sumed to be in the neighborhood of or 
even beyond 150 degrees. It is claimed 
by Alexander Von Humboldt that Rit­ 
chie observed near Mourzouk, in north­ 
ern Africa, a temperature (in a meas­ 
ure reflected from the desert sands) of 
135 degrees in the shade, which is prob­ 
ably the highest that comes author­ 
itatively from the records of travelers. 
If this is true, then there can be little 
doubt that the sun temperature was 
fully 15 degrees higher. With the two 
extremes before us, then, we have for 
the human subject a climatic resistance 
of at least 244 degrees, or 32 degrees 
more than is found in the range be­ 
tween zero and the boiling point of 
water. How much more than this man 
could endure it is difficult to say, but 
doubtless many degrees could yet be 
added to either side of the thermome­ 
tric scale without materially or neces­ 
sarily affecting his system. 
His re­ 
sistance to the temperature of furnace 
rooms, as is evidenced in the work of 
stokers on board the transatlantic lin­ 
ers, is an indication of this. And yet 
more the remarkable experiments re­ 
cently conducted by the eminent phy­ 
sicist Raoul Pictet upon his own per­ 
son, when by artificial processes he 
subjected his body to a temperature of 
65 degrees.

The remains of John Elder were 
brought to this city on Sunday morn­ 
ing by Mark Murphy, of Minot, N. D. 
The funeral was held on Sunday 
afternoon from the residence of D. R. 
Elder on Fourth street north, Rev. R. 
C. Opie preaching the funeral sermon, 
and the remains were laid to rest in 
Evergreen cemetery. 
From Mr. Morphy it was learned 
that the unfortunate man who lost his 
life in the great blizzard of November 
last, had wandered some 25 miles from 
where he had unhitched his horses 
from the stage and had evidently 
made a hard struggle to reach some 
place of shelter from the storm. His 
sleigh when found was within a mile 
aud a half of a stopping place, or 
ranch as it is called, and the ranoh 
fence was within a few rods of him. 
His sleigh contained wood and an ax 
besides plenty of robes, but Mr. Elder 
after having lost the road in the storm, 
which he evidently did as ha had 
circled six or seven times before he 
finally took his team off the sleigh, 
though he oould reach his destination 
with the horses and they were unhar­ 
nessed and he started but the animals 
evidently refused to face the storm 
and want in an opposite direetioa. 
Tbs theory advanced by those who 
livo in that region is that Mr. Elder 
urged his team forward aa long as 
they coaid stand and whsn thoy gave 
up he continued the unequal struggle 
on foot but finally becoming exhaust­ 
ed laid down in the snow. When 
found his head was resting on his arm 
with a peaceful expression on his 
countenance as though he had gone 
to sleep aud death had claimed him 
while in that condition, which was un­ 
doubtedly the case. He was bundled 
ap in a buffalo coat aud his head was 
covered with a heavy winter cap en­ 
circled with a woolen muffler, the 
mitten of the right hand was gone and 
his vast was unbuttoned, the theory 
advanced being that as he always Car­ 
ried a note book or diary in his iasido 
vest pocket, bo had taken bis mitten 
off and unbuttaned his vast to got tho 
hook in order to write some last 
quest when he saw that ho waa likely 
to parish in the storm and that 
book and mitten wars dropped in the 
snow and lost aa no trace of them has 
bean found. The body of the deceas­ 
ed was in a fair stats of preservation, 
so much, so, outside of tho discolora­ 
tion, that the features were perfectly 
natural, and his relatives have the sat 
isfaction of knowing that the remains 
were unmistakably identified, some­ 
thing unusual in a case where a body 
had remained exposed to the elements 
for so long a period. Mr. Elder’s 
brothers in this city feel very grateful 
to Mr. Murphy and others in Minot 
and vicinity for the interest they took 
in the matter and will ever remember 
the acts of kindness extended.

The following report of the A m eri­ 
can S. S. Union has boon handed us 


by Rev. Archibald Speers, the local 


representative of tho union for publi­ 


cation. 
Although the year dosing M arch 1, 
1897, has been marked by continued 
financial stringency, yet it has pleased 
God to give his abundant blessing to 
the missionary work of the Am erican 
Sunday-School Union. 
M any new frieuds have contributed 
to its support, so that $2464.80 more 
have been received from liviug givers 
than iu the your preceding; ami there 
has been an iucreuse of $661.20 from 
funds invested by direction of tho 
donors. But $13,469.50 less have been 
received from legacies, so that as the 
net result there has been a reduction 
in the receipts of the Society of $10,- 
343.50. 
A t the begin mg of the fiscal 
year, however, iu view of a possible 
reduction in receipts, the Board re-, 
duceu f*10 expenditures of the Society 
as a matter of precaution 
There have been iu the field 121 
meti under commission, of whom 86 
were at work during the whole year 
and 41 during a portion of it. 
M any 
of them have from 5 to 30 counties 
for their field 
As one result of their 
labors. 1603 new Sunday-schools were 
organized, with 61,600 teachers an I 
scholars; 387 were reorganized; aid 
was given for the first tim e to 1473 1 
existing schools with 113,916 teachers 
and scholars; and 5858 visits were 
made to school previously reported, 
with 326,168 teachers and scholars. 
Six hundred and sixty nine schools 
were aided also by gifts of literature 
from the home office in Philadelphia. 
In addition to this large number of 
schools set to work and 
aided, the 
missionaries have been active in ovau 
gelistic labors, with the most success­ 
ful results. 
It has often been impos 
sible to obtain an exact stateumat of 
these results, only “ numerous conver­ 
sions” being mentioned, and only par 
tial report* in many cases being given. 
And yet, excluding all such indefinite 
statements, the very laig e number of 
I 8533 hopeful conversions has been re 
! ported as resulting from the work of 
! these energetic and

men 
They also made 94,873 visits to fam ilies 
I for re igioos instruction aud prayer, 
j and distributed 6542 Bibles and 7870 
S Testaments.

John Elder's Remains Buried. 


7 he remains of John Elder were 
brought to this city on Sunday morn­ 
ing by Mark Murphy, of Minot, N. D. 
The funeral was held on Sunday 
afternoon from the residence of 1). R. 
Elder on Fourth street north, Rev. It. 
C. Opie preaching the funeral sermon, 
and the remains were laid to rest in 
Evergreen cemetery. 
From Mr. Murphy it was learned 
that the unfortunate man who lost his 
life iu the great blizzard of November 
last, had wandered some 25 miles from 
where he had unhitched his horses 
from the stage and had evidently 
made a hard struggle to reach some 
place of shelter from tho storm. 
His 
sleigh when found was within a mile 
aud a half of a stopping place, or 
ranch as it is called, and the ranch 
fence was within a few rods of him. 
His sleigh contained wood and an ax 
besides plenty of robes, but Mr. Elder 
aftar having lost the road in the storm, 
which he evidently did as ho had 
circled six or seven times before he 
finally took his team off the sleigh, 
though he oould reach his destination 
with the horses aud they were unhar­ 
nessed and he started but the animals 
evidently refused to face the storm 
and went in an opposite direction. 
The theory advanced by those who 
live in that region is that Mr. Elder 
urged his teaua forward as long as 
they could stand and when they gave 
up he continued the unequal struggle 
on foot but finally becoming exhaust­ 
ed laid down in the snow. 
When 
fouud his head was resting on hia arm 
with a peaceful expression on his 
couutenauce as though he had gone 
to sleep and death ha7 claimed him 
while in that condition, which was un­ 
doubtedly th<* ca-t*. 
He was bundled 
up in a buffalo coat aud his head was 
covered with a heavy winter cap en­ 
circled with a woolen muffler, the 
mitten of the right haud was gone and 
his vest was unbuttoned, the theory 
advauced being that as he always car­ 
ried a note book or diary in his iasida 
veat pocket, he bad taken his mitten 
off and unbuttoned his vest to get the 
book in order to write some last re­ 
quest when he saw that he was likely 
to perish in the storm aud that the 
book and mitten were dropped in the 
snow and lost as ao trace of them has 
been found. 
The body of the deceas­ 
ed was in a fair state of preservation, 
so much, so, outside of the discolora­ 
tion, that the features were perfectly 
natural, and his relatives have the sat­ 
isfaction of knowing that the remains 
were unmistakably identified, some­ 
thing unusual in a case where a body 
had remained exposed to the elements 
for so long a period. 
Mr. Elder’s 
brothers in this city feel very grateful 
to Mr. Murphy and others in Minot 
and viciuity for the interest they took 
in the matter and will ever remember 
the acts of kiuduoss extended. 


Geo. F. Merwarth, aged 42 years, 
died at his home iu East Brainerd on 
Tuesday morning of heart failure.
